AMENDMENT ADOPTED. 
Asp inall, by the p ermission of the House, 
withdrew the last two clauses of his resolu­ 
tion and Crosby offered thcfollovving amend­ 
ment, which was adop ted : 
Reso lved , That the Ap p rop riations Committee bo 
required, when they make their rep ort, to recom­ 
mend such legislation as they may deem p rop er, 
having for its objeot the p revention of frauds in the 
letting of p ublic contracts. 
This was done, he said, in order to give the 
Committee p ower to imp rison witnesses if 
necessary, and comp el them to answer oues- 
tidns. 
McAIaster withdrew his resolution, and this 
ended the discussion, 


Reso lved, T hat the Committee on Ap p rop riations 
in the investigation now being held on the subject 
of the ceiling contract, be and are hereby directed, 
first, to p ermit members of the Assembly to ask any 
witness any question or questions p ertinent to any 
m atter covered by the investigation; second, to com­ 
p el the p roduction of nnv books or p ap ers that ran 
be called for by any member of tbe Assembly: thinf 
to refuse to allow any testimony tending to im­ 
p each or attack the findings contained in the rep ort 
of the exp erts ap p ointed by this House; fourth, to 
refuse to allow counsel to ap p ear before the Com­ 
mittee. 


T he tax refundiug bill is not likely to be­ 
come a law during this ^p ssion. 
Though 40 
Democrats voted for it on the original p ass­ 
age, there was fillibustering yesterday by that 
p arty when the conference rep ort was taken 
up for consideration. This sent the bill over till 
to-day. 
One Senator said he had received a 
“ straight tip ” from the President that he 
wished to kill the bill with a p ocket veto. 
This he could not 
do unless

should reach him later than to night, as he is 
required to return all bills to Congress within 
ten days, either ap p roved or vetoed, unless 
Congress has adjourned in the meantime.

The Committee 
sits as judges, not as counsel. 
Batchcller 
differed with this view. 
The members of the 
Committee were in no sense judges. 
They 
were like grand jurors. 
Saxton exp lained 
that he referred to them as judges only as to 
the comp etency or admissibilty of testimony. 
M cM asfrr offered a substitution discharging 
the Ap p rop riations Committee and authori­ 
zing a Sp ecial Committee of Five, ap p ointed 
by the House, to carry on the investigation.

asked the Commissioners of the Capitol to 
suspeud Superintendent Andrews at once for 
negligence or worse in connection with tile 
ceiling construction. 
Fish .spoke in favor of 
its adoption, referring to the high character 
of the experts. 
He said there were two 
courses open—absolute removal or suspen­ 
sion. 
Capitol Commissioner Pcriy should 
have been selected instead of Superintendent 
Andrews, who was, one might say, a mere 
janitor of the public buildings. 
This was 
not 
a 
party 
question, 
and 
he 
hoped 
it 
would 
be 
solved 
with 
unanimity. 
This was, of course, unpleasant 
duly, but it could not he shirked. 
Sheehan, 
without taking back anything he said yester­ 
day ubout Andrews’ removal, said that ufter 
consultation he was satisfied to merely reeom 
mend suspension until Audrews was given a 
chance to vindicate himself. 
If Fish had not 
offered such a resolution he [Sheehan] would 
have done 
so. 
Hamilton 
thought 
tbe 
Capitol 
Commissioners 
had 
no 
power 
of suspension. 
He moved an amendment 
requesting the Commissioners to consider the 
question of the removal of the Superinten­ 
dent. 
Chairman Saxton, of the Judiciary 
Committee, differed with Hamilton and said 
the power of removal involved the power 
suspension as a necessary carollary.

Matters

Hamilton withdrew liis am end­ 
ment and the resolution was adopted by a 
viva roce vote there being no negatives.

Aspinall then offered the following: 


Resohwd, T hat the Committee on Appropriations 
in the investigation now being held on the subject 
of the ceiling contract, be and are hereby directed, 
first, to perm it members of the Assembly to ask any 
witness any question or questions pertinent to any 
m atter covered by the investigation; second, to com- 
tel the production of nnv books or papers that may 
te called for by any member of the Assembly: third, 
to refuse to allow any testimony tending to im­ 
peach or attack the findings contained in the report 
of the experts appointed by this House; fourth, to 
refuse to allow counsel to appear before the Com­ 
mittee. 
Cottrell called for the consideration of the 
resolutions separately. 
Greene' thought this 
resolution, if adopted, would he a serious re­ 
flection on the Committee, and there was uo 
warrant for sucli a course. 
He referred to 
Aspinall as a superscrvicenble gentleman, 
and did not think the House would take any 
such course to gratify any purpose unless it 
wus nccessury to a thorough investigation. 
Aspinall denied that he intended to imply 
that the Committee did not intend to do their 
duty. 
The 
Committee 
should

He had a personal interest but only 
to find out who robbed the State of over 
$100,000. 
Before he got through he in­ 
tended to find this out. 
The Chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee was willing 
euougli to allow superficial questions but when 
the probe began to get under the skin he 
objected. 
“ A s e n s a t io n .” 
Crosby said this resolution would un­ 
doubtedly reflect upon the Appropriations 
Committee and that was the very reason why 
lie proposed to vote for it. 
[Sensation.] 
He 
hart defended the Committee all through, but 
had changed his mind since yesterday after­ 
noon. It seemed to him the very questions to 
which the Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee objected were the very ones that 
should have been asked. 
Just as the clues 
were coming to the point lie stood up to 
block the way and prevent discovery of the 
real facts. 
He was forced against his will to 
come to this conclusion. 
He was reminded 
of the old rhyme: 
The River Rhtae, It is well known, 
Doth wash the City of Cologne, 
But tell m e what, ye powers divine. 
Shall wash the w aters of the Rhino. 
He wanted to know who was going to wash 
(he Appropriations Committee. 
He proposed 
to vote for every resolution which would in­ 
crease the scope of this investigation. 
The 
main point of the investigation was to find 
out where the $100,000 more than the ceiling 
should have cost, according to the experts’ re 
port, went to. 
SAXTON’S SUGGESTION. 
Saxton thought the whole trouble was due 
to tbe fact that the whole thing had been 
started wrong. 
The House should name a 
competent attorney for the purpose of carry­ 
ing on the prosecution. 
The Committee 
sits as judges, not as counsel. 
Batcheller 
differed with this view. 
The members o f the 
Committee were in no sense judges. 
They 
were like genpd jurors. 
Saxton explained 
that he referred to them as judges only as to 
the competency or adraissihilty of testimony 
McMasfcr offered a suhslitulion discharging 
the Appropriations Committee and aulhori 
zing & Special Committee of Five, appointed 
by the House, to carry on the investigation 


Mi-Master made a speech, not at all compli­ 
mentary to the Appropriations Committee, in 
which he was supported by RoesCh who said 
the Appropriations Committee should nevet- 
hate fiecii cmpiiVveYed to investigate one of 
their members wito confessed to having been 
approached, and when asked for specifica­ 
tions slunk back in his place. 
The matter 
ought to be investigated by the Grand Jury 
of Albany or New-York, or prosecuted by 
Vie Attorney General. 
IN1 DEFEN'9fi OF THE COMMITTEE. 
Ainsworth made a long speech in defense 
of his Committee. 
Tbe Committee did not 
and do not desire to hinder the investigation 
but are cioiug all in their power to push it 
and make it thorough. 
He then paid his re­ 
spects to Fish, saying the funeral baked 
meats had scarcely grown cold after the in­ 
vestigation by which he and others had been 
legislated out of office. 
Ainsworth

tinued referring id Fisli nS “ liis friend.” 
“ Don’t call me friend,” interrupted Fisli. 
“ Very well,” retorted Ainsworth, “ then I 
will calf vou my enemy, for I believe you to 
be such.’’ 
Aiusworth continued, saying the 
great agitation would never have taken place 
but for a newspaper quarrel. 
He did not at 
tack any one. 
All he wanted was fair play.

in the next regretted the action he took 
last year in so voting to refer to the matter at 
all was the act of an arrant coward. 
His 
[Fish’s] character would compare favorably 
with that of Ainsworth of telephone fame. 
He charged the latter with making deliberate 
misstatements as to what transpired before 
the Committee. 
The House would never get 
at the real facts until it compelled the con­ 
tractors to produce all their hooks and papers. 
Mase pleaded for fair play, and hoped the 
Appropriations Committee would be allowed 
to go cn. 
AMENDMENT ADOPTED. 
Aspinall, by the permission of the House, 
withdrew the last two clauses of Ins resolu­ 
tion and Crosby offered the following amend­ 
ment, which was adopted : 
itewlivd, That the Appropriations Committee tx' 
required, when they make their report, to recom- 
nionil such legislation as they may deem proper, 
having for its object the prevention of frauds in the 
letting of pul>llc contracts.

Contractor John Snaith testified as follows: 
‘ I figured on certain plans that were hero, 
down stairs; 1 did certain figuring before 
there were any plans; that was while the Leg­ 
islature was still discussing the hill. 
During 
that disetlssldli t estimated as in the cost of 
femoving the old ceiiiqg. 
I first saw the 
plans about the middle of June, in one of 
the Committee rooms .down stairs. 
I saw 
there plntjs, sections and plan* for iron work. 
The specifications were there. 
The plans 
were in charge of Mr. Rowe. 
Superintend 
nt Andrews was in the room from time to 
time. 
He let me take a copy of the specifi­ 
cations, which I had for several (lavs. 
They 
were written on a type-writer. 
The prelim­ 
inary plans were drawn by Franklin H. 
Jones. 
Nothing was said there as to wh® 
had made them; don't know whether I com­ 
menced 
figuring 
on 
the 
plans 
before 
the Governor signed the bill or not; had uo 
partners in the enterprise; did all my own 
figuring on the mason and iron vvork. 
A 
number of estimates were furnished on the 
iron. 
Contractor Sullivan furnished one and 
McKinney another. 
The specifications L fig­ 
ured on contained nn alternative clause. 
1 
figured on papier mache as well as on oak. 
There was very little difference. 
I did not 
bid cn the oak.” 
THE BID IDENTIFIED. 
[Here the witness identified the Lid he had 
putin, and Chairman Ainsworth read it. 
It 
is dated June 18. 
The offer was to do the 
Assembly ceiling work for $210,150, and the 
stair case for $54,000; total, $270,150.] 
SNAITH CONTINUES. 
I sent the bid to Andrews on the fore­ 
noon of that day. 
I never received any in­ 
formation as to who else had hid. 
Hughes, 
of Syracuse, told me he intended to bid. He 
asked me if lie was a lucky man and what 1 
would do the work for. 
I said I would do 
it for $35,000. 
I told him the difference be­ 
tween plain oak and papier mache would 
lie 
about 
$15,000, 
papier 
mache 
being the dearer. 
1 made uo secret of the 
arrangement with Hughes about it or with 
nnv person. 
1 knew the Commission would 
meet June 18, because Superintendent An­ 
drews requested me to hid upon it. lie knew 
I was figuring on the work and talked with 
Andrews about it. 
I never asked anybody 
to bid on the job; never requested the Hilton 
Bridge 
Company, 
of Albany, 
to 
bid 
not 
to 
bid on 
the work; 
do 
not 
know 
J. 
11. 
Mooney, 
of 
Wall-strect, 
New-York City ; never requested him to hid 
or not hid on the work. 
There was no ar­ 
rangements by which Andrews was to have 
any percentage, or any advantage whatever ; 
never was approached by any contractor or 
builder in reference to sharing the profits ; 
don’t know the firm of Wood Brothers; did 
not know Oliver was going to put in a bid ; 
heard he was figuring on the job ; saw Oliver 
in the room where the plans were. 
Oliver 
is mistaken when he savs he had only half 
the time the advertisement called for to make 
the hid because I saw him in the plau room 
before the advertisemeut was inserted. 1 had 
never spoken with Speaker Cole prior to 
the letting of the contract; knew Enz, and 
had for about 20 years; first learned ho was 
on the Committee by seeing the statement in 
the newspapers; may have told him I was 
going to put in a hid; he never requested me 
to put in a hid; took Enz out riding one day 
last summer; this job was not mentioned dur­ 
ing the carriage ride: never talked with Enz 
as to the selection of Rowe as architect; never 
talked with any member of the Commission 
except Enz, as stated; first learned that Rowe 
was employed from Andrews; did not know 
Rowe in Ithaca; never talked with Andrews 
in reference to the selection of any particular 
man as architect, was not in the corridor on

was not in the

the Commission met; did not know what 
other bids had been put in at that time; never 
altered my bid after putting it in, or put in 
any other hid; may have talked with An 
drews between June 18 and 25 about the mat 
ter; do not think Andrews informed me how 
many bids were in.

PAPIER MACIIE FOR OAK. 
“ Soon after I started on the work Andrews 
told me it had been decided to substitute pa­ 
pier mache for oak. 
W e had some conversa­ 
tion on the subject; do not think anything 
was said at that time about the number of 
panels; the plans called for flat quartered oak 
panels. 
It was decided that papier maclie 
was the most dsirable and would give a better 
effect, but would cost more than oak. 
It was 
determined, after several conversations with 
Andrews 
to 
make 
the 
substitution 
I 
have 
been 
familiar 
with 
papier 
mache 
work 
for 
yeara. 
Iron 
work 
would not be any lesa expensive by the sub 
stitution of papier mache for oak if the origi 
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nal plans were carried out. 
I was not desir­ 
ous to substitute papier maclie for oak. 
I 
never tried to keep the fact of the substitu­ 
tion secret. 
J tefured admission to the work 
all through so as to prevent danger and tie 
lay. 
After 
beginning the work it 
was 
found necesssary to change the iron plans 
so 
as 
to make 
the 
room 
above 
of 
some 
service. 
The 
plans 
Were first drawn without reference to the up 
per floor' they were radically changed; the 
alteration of the Size of the pitnels made nec­ 
essary a smaller number of iron beams, tflít 
could not teli how many less without looking 
it up. 
T. J. Sullivan did the iron work; di(l 
not know Sullivan had bid before the bids 
were opened; did not know he was figuring 
on it, but knew lie was figuring about Capitol 
work all the time. 
Never had any arrange­ 
ment 
with 
Sullivan 
to 
share 
part 
of 
the 
profits 
with 
him. 
He 
thought 
the 
coat 
of 
putting 
in papier mache designs on the spandrels was 
just about the same as the same designs iti 
carved oak. 
He figured originally on oak. 
Andrews authorized him to make the change. 
He would not have done it on the architect’s 
request. 
The change in ttie spandrels was 
determined on at the same time as the paucls; 
did not regard the reduction of the num ­ 
ber of panels—about ofie half—as a radi­ 
cal change.

A RECESS TAKEN.

A W O RD Y C O N FLIC T . 
During theeourse of the investigation there 
was a wordy conflict, this morning, between 
Mr. FLh and Chairman Ainsworth.

may ask questions, was carried, hut Fish 
wanted to know whether this meant what it 
said, or whether the Chairman was to he per­ 
mitted to rule out questions as he saw fit.

It seems to be conceded in the p olitical cir­ 
cle surrounding President-elect Harrison that 
Hon. William Windom is to be his Secretary 
of the Treasury. 
This would be* a hap p y so­ 
lution of what once ap p eared to be the most 
embarrassing question connected with the 
construction of the Cabinet. 
Mr. AY indom 
has had n valuable p ublic ex p erience. 
He is 
a native of Ohio, six ty two years old. and was 
a rc ident of-Minnesota from I800 till his 
removal to New York in 18*81. 
He served as 
a Rep resentative in the thirty-six th, thirty- 
seventh, 
thirty-eighth, 
thirty ninth 
and 
fortieth Congresses, when he was p romoted 
to the Senate by ap p ointment of the Gover­ 
nor to fill the unex p ired term of Hon. Daniel 
B. Norton, deceased. This was in July, 18 <0. 
He wa< elected to the same office in 1871 and 
again in 1877. 
During his service iu the Sen­ 
ate he attracted the notice and friendship 
of 
Hon. 
Roscoe 
Conkling, 
who 
frequently 
referred 
to 
him 
as 
his favorite candidate for the Presidency. 
In 
the National Rep ublican Convention of 1880 
he received the solid vote of his state through 
several ballots. 
President Garfield ap p ointed 
him to his Cabinet in March, 1881, and he 
served the country with great ability in that 
office till the death of his chief. 
His solution 
of a very p rep lex ing question relating to the 
maturing of the six p er cent, bonds was re­ 
garded as a financial achievement worthy 
of the genius of Alex ander Hamilton, and it 
saved the country the cost aud labor of an 
ex tra session of Congress for the p assage of a 
new funding bill. 
He is in every sense p re­ 
eminently fitted for the p osition, and his se. 
lection indicates tlie intention of Gen. Harri­ 
son to have a first-class Cabinet without re 
gard to sectional lines. 


WORK ON THE CEILING. 


There was not much p rogress made in the 
ceiling investigation yesterday, owing to the 
delicate regard of Chairman Ainsworth of the 
Ap p rop riations Committee for the feelings of 
imp ortant witnesses. 
Mr. Sinclair was the 
leading witness, as he had made the p ap ier 
mache p anels. 
Mr. Ainsworth asked him 
the 
cost 
of 
the 
p anels, 
but 
the 
witness declined, whereup on Mr. Ainsworth 
decided that the contract was a p rofessional 
secret and should not be demanded. But Mr 
Ainsworth assisted the witness to testify that 
the reduction of the p anels in number from 
78G to 890 had made the job cost $750 
more, whereas the committee of ex p erts had 
declared that the contractor saved $10,000 
The fact was then brought out, through the 
questions of Mr. Sheehan, that Sinclair met 
Buaith, the contractor, in Albany 011 the last 
day of the session last year, or thirty days be­ 
fore the bill was signed by the Governor, and 
that a contract was made for a p ap ier mache 
ceiling before the meeting of the committee. 
But when Mr. Fish asked for the terms of the 
contract. Chairman Ainsworth 
ruled the 
question out. 
Mr. Fish, however, managed 
to draw out a few more interesting facts be 
fore Ainsworth shut him entirely off. 
Mr 
Snaith hail received p ay for 411 p anels, 
though only 396 were furnished. The charge 
of $8,(100 for oak mouldings wa.: so enor­ 
mous that Sinclair thought it must Ik* a typ o 
grap hical error, but the state has p aid that 
sum. 
Theu Mr. Fish again asked Sinclair-to 
p roduce the contract, and again Ainsworth 
ruled the question out. 
Fish demanded that 
the roll of the Committee be called,but Ains­ 
worth refused to call the roll. 
Then fish 
announced his withdrawal from the Com­ 
mittee and his intention to ap p eal to the 
House. “ You can ap p eal there or elsewhere,” 
answered Ainsworth defiantly. 
Then Mr. Sheehan took a hand in the in­ 
quiry, hut he fared little better than Mr. 
Fish. 
Sheehan remarked that Snaith was 
p resent, and he would like to ask him, 
through his counsel, Mr. Hale, if he had any 
objections to Mr. Sinclair’s staling what the 
actual cost of the ceiling was. 
Mr. Snaith 
laughed and shook his head. 
Mr. Hale also 
laughed, and rubbing his hands, rep lied: 
“ We are satisfied with things as they are.” 
The rulings of Chairman Ainsworth, it ap ­ 
p ears, had been p erfectly satisfactory to both 
Snaith and his counsel. 
The inquiry will, we trust, go on. 
The 
Rep ublican p ress has treated Mr. Ainsworth 
very kindly, and is still unwilling to believe 
the charges of the Su n ’* corresp ondent that 
he is engaged in a scheme to whitewash this 
bad job. 
But die cannot afford to p ut him­ 
self in the p osition of an obstructionist. The 
p eop le wish to get to the bottom of this 
iniquity, and will not be p atient with techni­ 
cal objeciions. 
Mr. Sinclair should not be 
allowed to have sny p rofessional secrets 
which would make him ap p ear as a p arty to 
a gigantic scheme of state robbery. 


Nine years ago Edwin Firth was a p oor 
workman in the horseshoe works at Troy 
He 
had an 
inventive genius, nnd began 
ex p eriments for an imp roved machine for the 
manufacture of horseshoes. 
For years he 
lias been at work up on the machine, and 
finally jx rfected it. 
The old machines cost 
$7,000. weighed from seven to eight tons, 
and turned out 45 unfinished shoes p er min 
ute. Air. Firth's machine cost $15,000, weighs 
two iind a half tons and turns out 550 shoes 
p er minute. 
The effect will tic a great 
cheap ening of the cost of shoes. 
Mr. Firth 
associated with himself in the undertaking 
Jacob Cornthwaite, another ingenious me­ 
chanic of Troy, and the two have just sold 
out thrir p atent to a Chicago firm, receiving 
for it $100,000 in cash. $100,000 more in the 
stock of the comp any, and a royalty of 50 
cents on every ton of shoes manufactured at 
the works. This royalty will amount to $10. 
000 a year when the Chicago p lant is worked 
to its full cap acity. 
The building now being 
erected in Chicago for the works of ttie com 
p any will afford room for the manufacture of 
1,000,000 shoes a day or 365,000,000 a year. 
Messrs. Firth and Cornthwaite still reside in 
Troy, but the transfer of their invention to 
Chicago will require their removal to that 
city.

An ex p erienced Southern merchant, Win. 
It. M oore of Memp his, has made p ublic sotm 
interesting facts taken from his ledgers. Mr. 
Moore shows the benefit derived by the South 
from p rotection by contrasting the p rices of 
a bill of goods sold by his firm to William 
White of Fernando, Mississip p i, on May 9, 
1860, under a low tariff, with the p rices of 
the same goods in 1888, under a much higher 
tariff :

The p rice of 
middlings in 18844 was between 9 and 10 cents a 
p ound. Under that low tariff we bought all our 
p laids and similar things of Northern milts. Under 
the p resent high tariff wc buy every yard of our 
p laids, jeans, sheetings, drills, and similar goods in 
the South and from Southern mills. The same rates 
of reduction ap p ly to almost everything used now 
by the farmers of Mississip p i. 
We see no reason why cccry Southern 
farmer who studies Mr. Moore’s statement 
should not at once sit down and write a letter 
to the Hon. Roger Q. Mills of Tex as de­ 
manding an ex p lanation or an ap ology.

WIILIAM WISDOM. 


It seems to be conceded in tbe poliiical cir­ 
cle surrounding President-elect Harrison that 
Hon. William Windom is to lie his Secretary 
of the Treasury. 
This would he a happy so­ 
lution of what once appeared to be the most 
embarrassing question connected with the 
construction of the Cabinet. 
Mr. Windom 
has had a valuable public experience. 
He is 
a native of Ohio, sixty-two years old, and was 
a rc-ident of-Minnesota from 1855 till his 
removal to New York in 1884. 
He served as 
a Representative in the thirty-sixth, thirty- 
seventh, 
thirty-eighth, 
thirty-ninth 
and 
fortieth Congresses, when lie was promoted 
to the Senate by appointment of the Gover­ 
nor to fill the unexpired term of Hon. Daniel 
S. Norton, deceased. This was in July, 1870. 
He wai elected to the same office in 1871 and 
again in 1877. 
During his service in the Sen­ 
ate he attracted the notice and friendship 
of 
Hon. 
Roscoe 
Conkling, 
who 
frequently 
referred 
to 
him 
as 
his favorite candidate for the Presidency. 
In 
the National Republican Convention of 188Ü 
he received the solid vote of his state through 
several ballots. 
President Garfield appointed 
him to his Cabinet in March, 1881, and he 
served the country with great ability in that 
office till the death of his chief. 
His solution 
of a very preplexing question relating to the 
maturing of the six per cent, bonds was re 
garded as a 
financial achievement worthy 
of tlie genius of Alexander Hamilton, and it 
saved the country the cost aud labor of an 
extra session of Congress for the passage of a 
new fuuding bill. 
He is in every sense pre­ 
eminently fitted for tlie position, and his se. 
lection indicates the intention of Gen. Harri 
son to have a first-class Cabinet without re 
gard to sectional lines. 


Nine years ago Edwin Firth was a poor 
workman in the horseshoe works at Troy. 
He 
liad an 
inventive genius, nnd began 
experiments for an improved machine for the 
manufacture of horseshoes. 
For years he 
has been at work upon the machine, and 
finally perfected it. 
The old machines cost 
$7,000, weighed from seven to eight tODS, 
and turned out 45 unfinished shoes per min­ 
ute. Mr. F ilth’s machine cast $15,000, weighs 
two and a half tons and turns out 550 shoes 
per minute. 
The effect will ttc a great 
cheapening of the cost of shoes. 
Mr. Firth 
associated with himself in the undertaking 
Jacob Cornthwaite, another ingenious me­ 
chanic of Troy, and the two have just sold 
out their patent to a Chicago firm, receiving 
for it $100,000 in cash, $100,000 more in the 
stock of the company, and a royalty of 50 
cents on every ton of shoes manufactured at 
the works. This royalty will amount to $10,- 
000 a year when the Chicago plant is w orked 
to its full capacity. 
The building now being 
erected in Chicago for the works of the com' 
pany will afford room for the manufacture of 
1,000,000 shoes a day or 365,000,000 a year. 
Messrs. firth and Cornthwaite still reside in 
Troy, but the transfer of their invention to 
Chicago will require their removal to that 
city.

WORK ON THE CEILING. 


There was not much progress made in the 
ceiling investigation yesterday, owing to the 
delicate regard of Chairman Ainsworth of the 
Appropriations Committee for the feelings of 
important witnesses. 
Mr. Sinclair was the 
leading witness, as he had made the papier 
mache panels. 
Mr. Ainsworth asked him 
the 
cost 
of 
the 
panels, 
but 
the 
witness declined, whereupon Mr. Ainsworth 
decided that the contract was a professional 
secret and should not be demanded. But Mr. 
Ainsworth assisted the witness to testify that 
the reduction of the panels in numlier from 
780 to 396 had made the job cost $750 
more, whereas the committee of experts had 
declared that the contractor saved $10,000. 
The fact was then brought out, through the 
questions of Mr. Sheehan, that Sinclair met 
Snaitli, the contractor, in Albany on the last 
day of the session last year, or thirty days be­ 
fore tbe bill was signed by' the Governor, and 
that a contract was made for a papier mache 
ceiling before the meeting of the committee 
But when Mr. Fish asked for the terms of the 
contract. Chairman Ainsworth 
ruled the 
question out. 
Mr. Fish, however, managed 
to draw out a few more interesting facts be­ 
fore Ainsworth shut him entirely off. 
Mr- 
Snaitb had received pay for 411 panels, 
though only 396 were furnished. The charge 
of $8,000 for oak mouldings wa: so enor 
mous that Sinclair thought it must be a typo­ 
graphical error, but the state lias paid that 
sum. 
Then Mr. Fish again asked Sinclair-to 
produce the contract, and again Ainsworth 
ruled the question out. 
Fish demanded that 
the roll of the Committee be called,but Ains­ 
worth refused to call the roll. 
Then lish 
announced his withdrawal from the Com­ 
mittee and his intention to appeal to the 
House. “ You can appeal there or elsewhere, 
answered Ainsworth defiantly. 
Then Mr. Sheehan took a hand in the in­ 
quiry, hut he fared little better than Mr 
Fish. 
Sheelmn remarked that Snailh was 
present, and he would like to ask him, 
through his counsel, Mr. Hale, if he had any 
objections to Mr. Sinclair's staling what the 
actual cost of the ceiling was. 
Mr. Snaitli 
laughed and shook his head. 
Mr. Hale also 
laughed, and rubbiDg his hands, replied: 
“ We are satisfied with things as they are.” 
The rulings of Chairman Ainsworth, it ap­ 
pears, had lieen perfectly satisfactory to both 
Snaith and his counsel. 
The inquiry will, we trust, go on. 
The 
Republican press hns treated Mr. Ainsworth 
very kindly, and is still unwilling to believe 
the charges of the Sun'n correspondent that 
he is engaged in a scheme to whitewash this 
bad job. 
But lie cannot afford to put him­ 
self in the position of an obstructionist. The 
people wish to get to the bottom of this 
iniquity, and will not be patient with techni­ 
cal objections. 
Mr. Sinclair should not be 
allowed to have any professional secrets 
which would make him appear as a party to 
a gigantic scheme of state robbery.

With the territory organized under a good 
and efficient government, settlement will be 
so rapid that the population necessary for a 
state is likely to in? acquired before the close 
of Harrison's administration. 
And it has the 
soil. tim climate, the productions, tile miner­ 
als. the timber, the water, and the centrality 
of location to make it one of the most pros­ 
perous and attractive states in the Union.

B. Norton, deceased. Tills was in July. 1870. 
He w k fleeted to tile same office in 1H71 nnd 
again in 1877.

I,000,000 shoes a day or 305,000,000 a year.
